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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Upon further review of the Final Rejection of 
4/19/05, even though Reigrut et al. discloses two separate motors for operation of the powered stretch apparatus, applicant's claimed 
limitations do not substantially differentiate themselves. The language "adapted to operably couple the motor" (claim 1, lines 16-17) and 
"operably coupling the motor" (claim 13, line 18) is not limiting to a single driven motor apparatus. In order to receive patentable weight 
the structural portions should be positively recited. Note that during patent examination, the claims are given the broadest reasonable 
interpretation consistent with the specification. See In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 44 USPQ2d 1023 (Fed. Cir. 1997). See MPEP § 904.1. 
Motor 22 is directly connected to elongate member 34 in order to drive first 25 and second 26 rollers. Motor 22 is considered operably 
connected to spur gear 35; tension adjustment sheve 38; elongate member 42 and because the apparatus operates as a single unit 
motor 61 and elongate members 63 and 66. Furthermore, a limitation such as "adapted to" is considered directed to an intended use of 
an apparatus or a process. There is a requirement for a structural difference or a manipulative difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art. See In re Otto, 312 F.2d 937, 938, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963); In re Sinex, 309 F.2d 488, 492, 135 USPQ 302, 
305 (CCPA 1962); In re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431 (Fed.Cir. 1997).
